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PREFACE 


This  booklet  has  been  prepared  by  Bureau  of  Land  Management  personnel  in 
Utah  to  provide  information  about  the  Bureau's  programs  concerning  the  orderly  use, 
development  and  protection  of  public  lands  and  resources  managed  by  BLM  in  the 
state.  Additional  information  or  explanation  may  be  obtained  from  the  appropriate 
BLM  offices  in  Utah. 

The  Bureau  has  surface  and  mineral  resource  management  responsibilities  on 
more  than  22  million  acres  or  approximately  42%  of  the  land  area  in  Utah.  The  BLM 
also  has  mineral  management  responsibilities  on  nearly  10  million  additional  acres  in 
the  state.  This  management  is  done  by  BLM  in  accordance  with  Congressional  man- 
dates and  Department  of  Interior  regulations. 

The  Bureau  is  committed  to  the  multiple  use  principle  that  the  land  and 
resources  for  which  it  is  responsible  should  be  managed  in  the  best  combination  of 
uses  for  the  nation's  continued  growth  and  for  man's  quality  environment. 

Data  in  this  booklet  pertaining  to  fiscal  year  1976  is  for  a  15-month  period 
unless  otherwise  noted.  This  is  due  to  a  change  in  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  during 
1976  from  June  30  to  September  30.

LAND  USE  PLANNING 

The  Bureau's  Planning  Program  has  evolved  from  one  of  administrative 
policy  to  a  legislative  requirement  through  the  Federal  Land  Policy  and 
Management  Act  of  1976,  the  Federal  Coal  Leasing  Amendments  Act  of  1976, 
and  the  Surface  Mining  Control  and  Reclamation  Act  of  1977.  As  such, 
continuing  importance  and  more  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  program. 
Operation  of  the  Bureau  Planning  System  will  provide  the  basis  for  land 
use  decisions  in  highly  sensitive  issues,  including  wilderness,  energy 
resources,  areas  of  critical  environmental  concern,  off-road  vehicle 
designations,  and  vegetation  allocations. 

Extensive  consultation  and  coordination  with  State  and  local  entities 
is  required.  The  Bureau  of  Land  Management's  land  use  plans  must  be 
consistent  with  other  Federal,  State,  and  local  government  plans  to  the 
maximum  extent  that  the  Secretary  of  Interior  finds  consistent  with 
Federal  law. 

The  public  lands  within  Utah  have  been  divided  into  55  planning  units  to 
facilitate  the  planning  process.   It  is  at  this  individual  planning  unit 
level  where  all  basic  socio-economic  and  resource  data  are  collected, 
coordinated,  and  analyzed.  After  this  process,  which  includes  full 
public  participation,  the  responsible  manager  records  management  decisions 
and  direction  in  the  management  framework  plan.  This  can  be  either  at 
the  individual  planning  unit  or  a  combination  of  comparable  units.  This 
planning  process  has  been  completed  on  48  planning  units.  Planning  on 
public  lands  is  dynamic  and  continuous.  Plans  are  revised  and  updated 
as  new  information  becomes  available,  circumstances  change  or  a  particular 
heavy  resource  demand  occurs  which  requires  more  detailed  planning. 

In  1979  revisions  and  updates  were  concentrated  in  areas  where  upcoming 
livestock  grazing  environmental  impact  statements  are  scheduled  and 
areas  where  the  Departmental  coal  leasing  programs  are  scheduled  to  resume 
in  July  of  1981.  Twelve  such  plans  were  revised  in  1979. 

Land  use  planning  in  1980  will  again  be  concentrated  in  areas  where  grazing 
and  coal  environmental  impact  statements  are  scheduled  in  the  near  future. 
The  planning  schedules  have  been  coordinated  as  much  as  possible  with  the 
wilderness  reviews  BLM  is  required  to  make  under  the  Federal  Land  Policy 
and  Management  Act. 

Planning  units  where  complete  revisions  are  scheduled  include  Wattis, 
Range  Creek,  Price  River,  Sommerville,  Ashley  Creek,  and  Duchesne.  Amendments 
are  scheduled  for  the  Forest,  Zion,  Paria,  Escalante,  Beef  Basin,  and  South 
San  Juan  Planning  Units.

GENERAL  -  The  Naclonal  Environmental  Policy  Ace  (NEPA)  requires  an  environmental  impact 
analysis  for  all  actions  proposed  on  Federal  lands.   Environmental  Impact  Statements  (EIS's) 
are  prepared  on  BLM  or  applicant  proposals  which  are  major  or  significant,  and  Environmental 
Assessments  (EA's)  are  prepared  on  all  other  actions.  EIS's  are  complex,  printed  documents 
subject  to  formal  public  review  and  must  be  filed  with  EPA.   EA's  are  filed  at  various  BLM 
offices.

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WILDLIFE 

The  BLM's  Wildlife  Program  in  Utah  provides  for  the  protection  and  en- 
hancement of  fish  and  wildlife  habitat  and  for  access  to  hunting  and 
fishing  areas.  Endangered  and  threatened  species  habitat  receives 
priority  attention. 

Central  to  the  program  and  its  effective,  efficient  implementation  is 
cooperation  with  the  Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Resources  (DWR)  and  other 
federal  agencies.  Policies  and  procedures  for  cooperation  are  defined 
in  Memorandums  of  Understanding  and  Cooperative  Agreements.  The  State 
wildlife  agency  (DWR)  is  responsible  for  the  management  of  wildlife,  while 
the  BLM's  primary  concern  is  for  development  and  management  of  wildlife 
habitat. 

Public  demand  for  fish  and  wildlife  resources  continues  to  increase.  As 
reported  by  the  Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Resources,  license  sales  have 
increased  over  35%  since  1971.  Non-consumptive  uses  in  the  form  of 
birdwatching,  wildlife  photography,  nature  walks,  etc.,  are  becoming 
more  and  more  popular.  The  1975  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  National 
Survey  of  Fishing  and  Hunting  indicates  that  on  the  national  level  this 
type  of  activity  is  almost  equal  to  the  number  of  recreation  days  devoted 
to  fresh  water  fishing  and  hunting.  A  Utah  survey  conducted  by  Utah  State 
University  in  1975  shows  that  7.1  million  user  days  were  spent  in  non- 
consumptive  uses  of  wildlife  in  Utah,  while  8.2  million  user  days  were 
spent  on  hunting  and  fishing  activities. 

Hunting  and  fishing  have  significant  value  in  Utah.  A  1976  survey  by 
Utah  State  University  indicates  that  the  total  expenditure  for  wildlife- 
related  activities  during  1975  amounts  to  $177.9  million.  Based  upon 
the  consumer  price  index,  1979  expenditures  would  be  equal  to  $220.9  million. 

The  supply  of  fish  and  wildlife  resources  is  dependent  on  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  habitat  and  the  capability  of  the  habitat  to  sustain  and 
maintain  a  fish  and  wildlife  resource.  Public  lands  administered  by 
the  BLM  in  Utah  comprise  approximately  43%  of  the  land  area.  Therefore, 
the  opportunities  for  BLM,  to  carry  out  conservation  programs  and  to 
satisfy  public  demand  is  exceptionally  high. 

A  concerted  effort  has  been  made  by  the  BLM  and  DWR  to  provide  for  the 
protection  and  enhancement  of  fish  and  wildlife  habitat  on  public  lands 
through  the  development  and  implementation  of  habitat  management  plans.  A 
summary  of  the  number  of  plans  and  the  kinds  of  habitat  improvements 
accomplished  as  of  September  30,  1979  follows:
